The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The claims 
are now drawn to compositions comprising mutant viruses and a pharmaceutical^ 
acceptable carrier. The prior art teaches some of the mutant viruses, and even teaches 
administration of some of the mutant viruses to animals to show that the mutations are 
attenuating. However, where the prior art discusses virus compositions, the viruses are 
suspended in culture medium, which is not a pharmaceutical^ acceptable carrier, and 
does not provide any clear motivation to substitute a pharmaceutically acceptable 
carrier.
